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GENERAL  NOTES. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  18’0  as  compared  with  H*9  in  1942. 
The  sex  incidence  is  Males  68,  Females  58.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  and  also  a 
decrease  in  the  Death  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  is  15‘0  as  compared  with  16*9  in  1942. 
The  sex  incidence  is  Males  49,  Females  56.  I  would  like  to 
point  out  that  60%  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  the  age  group 
of  65  years  and  upwards. 

Infantile  Mortality.  13  deaths  occurred  under  one  year 
of  age,  giving  a  rate  of  103,  as  compared  with  10  deaths  in  the 
year  1942,  giving  a  rate  of  94.  I  regret  to  state  that  this  Death 
Rate  is  a  very  high  figure,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  is  based 
on  1,000  Births,  an  additional  death  causes  a  marked  increase 
when  calculating  the  statistics 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  Nil. 

The  incidence  of  deaths  arising  from  Cancer,  I  am  pleased 
to  say,  shows  a  definite  decrease  as  compared  with  previous 
years. 

The  children  of  the  district  are  cared  for  at  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  School  Clinic  and  come  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  also  carries  out  the  duties 
of  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  also  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Heath  assisted  by  Miss  Dodding,  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  Nurse.  There  is  an  average  weekly 
attendance  of  75  mothers  and  babies  which  is  a  very  satisfactory 
feature  and  enables  us  to  keep  in  touch  with  each  child  as  it 
attains  the  age  of  one  year,  with  a  view  to  its  being  Immunised 
against  Diphtheria. 

In  spite  of  War  conditions  the  general  health  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  has  been  well  maintained,  the  nutrition  on  the  whole 
is  good  and  the  general  cleanliness  from  all  standpoints  is 
satisfactory. 

School  children  attend  for  dental  treatment  also  at  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  School  Clinic.  The  service  is  much 
appreciated,  as  shown  by  the  numbers  who  come  in  for 
treatment. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria.  The  epidemic  which  commenced  daring  the 
latter  part  of  1942,  unfortunately  carried  on  into  1943.  During 
the  year  under  review  there  were  109  cases  notified,  106  cases 
removed  to  Marland  Infectious  Hospital  and  4  Deaths.  Both 
adolescents  and  children  were  affected  in  equal  proportions. 
Of  the  four  deaths  which  occurred  from  this  deadly  disease,  1 
regret  to  state  that  none  of  the  children  had  been  Immunised, 

Immunisation.  Satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained 
with  regard  to  this  simple  protection  against  Diphtheria  and  the 
following  figures  give  the  actual  number  of  children  who  had 
been  Immunised  up  to  the  31st  December,  1943.

There  were  64  cases 
and  no  deaths  occurred. 


Smallpox.  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  at  the 
Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases.  Agreement  with  the  County 
Borough  of  Rochdale  for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases  at 
Marland  Isolation  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  Infectious  cases  are  provided  with 
an  Ambulance  by  the  Hospital.  Non-infectious  cases  by  the 
County  Borough  of  Rochdale. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  speci¬ 
mens  is  carried  out  at  St.  Alban’s  Laboratory,  Rochdale,  and 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

At  present  all  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  providing  the  necessary 
isolation  treatment  is  available  at  home,  are  nursed  at  home 
and  not  removed  to  our  Isolation  Hospital.  This  is  not  an 
ideal  arrangement,  and  when  conditions  return  to  normal  we 
hope  to  provide  the  necessary  isolation  for  all  infectious  diseases.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Diphtheria  epidemic  which  carried  on  into  the  early 
part  of  the  year  1943  involved  much  extra  work  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  generally.  Apart  from  the  detailed  records  and  returns 
of  each  case,  132  houses  where  the  disease  occurred  were  visited 
and  132  houses  were  fumigated. 

Factories  Act. 

No  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  reported  during  the 

year. 

The  remainder  of  the  Sanitary  Accommodation,  consisting  of 
Pail  Closets,  in  use  at  the  Spodden  Mill,  were  converted  to  the 
Fresh  Water  Carriage  System. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  inspection  of  all  premises  used  for  the  preparation  and 
sale  of  foodstuffs  has  received  attention,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that  no  action  was  necessary. 

Slaughter-houses . 

As  reported  previously  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for 
human  food  is  still  restricted  in  the  seven  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  under  the  regional  slaughter  scheme. 

The  following  foodstuffs  have  been  surrendered  from  food 
shops  and  stores  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
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Canned  Pork,  Beef,  Tongue,  etc,  1601bs. 

Canned  Fish . 1121bs. 

Canned  Bacon  .  261bs. 

Tinned  Milk  . 99  tins 

Tinned  Fruit . . . 20  tins 

Eggs  .  116 

Dried  Fruits  . 91bs. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Salvage  Division, 
many  thousands  of  tins  of  foodstuffs  and  much  other  food  has 
been  examined  and  certified  fit  or  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Bakehouses. 

The  number  of  premises  being  used  as  bakehouses  is  20 
and  inspections  have  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time.  A 
satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

The  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
the  sampling  of  food  for  nature,  substance  and  quality  are 
administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  co-operation 
with  the  Local  Authority. 

Sampling  of  various  foods  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  all  the  samples  were,  upon  analysis,  found  to  be 
genuine.  fn  only  one  instance  was  there  any  necessity  for 
legal  proceedings  to  be  taken  and  this  was  as  a  result  of  a 
refusal  to  sell. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ADMINISTRATION. 

Due  to  restrictions  little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  way 
of  alterations  or  improvements  to  farm  buildings,  but  time  has 
been  devoted  in  the  way  of  advice  to  farmers  on  the  question 
of  production.  Throughout  the  district  there  are  35  dairy 
farms  and  41  cowkeepers  (including  dairy  farms)  representing 
approximately  450  head  of  cattle.  Periodical  inspection  of 
these  premises  has  taken  place. 

Tuberculosis. 

31  samples  of  Milk  have  been  obtained  from  farmers 
during  the  course  of  delivery  and  submitted  for  examination  for 
the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Three  of  the  samples  were 
found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli,  and  were  referred  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Council.  The  affected  cattle  were  traced 
and  slaughtered.

School  milk  was  in  addition  sampled  and  in  these  instances 
the  results  were  negative. 

Bacteriological. 

28  samples  obtained  in  the  course  of  delivery  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  Bacterial  Count  and  Bacillus  Coli  examination. 
Nineteen  of  these  complied  with  the  standard  required  for 
Accredited  Milk.  Suggestions  for  improvement  were  put 
forward  to  the  farmers  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  and  visits 
to  the  farms  were  made  to  see  that  the  suggestions  were  being 
carried  out. 

Thus,  of  the  samples  obtained,  none  of  which  were  from 
Accredited  Farms,  90%  were  found  to  be  free  from  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  and  68%  complied  with  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
required  of  Milk  produced  at  Accredited  Farms. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  sources  of  supply  are  from  the  Rochdale  and  Bacup 
Corporation  Reservoirs.  During  the  year  4  bacteriological  and  4 
chemical  analyses  were  made,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory 
in  all  cases. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  two  in  the  district,  namely  one  Tripe  Boiler  and 
one  Hide  Curer.  Both  comply  with  the  stipulated  regulations 
of  such  trades  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  of  the  area  is  as  follows  : —

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With  very  few  exceptions  they  cannot  be  converted  to  the 
fresh  water  carriage  system,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are 
situated  in  outlying  parts  where  there  is  no  sewer  available. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  from  all  dwelling-houses, 
the  collection  being  carried  out  by  motor  waggon.  Due  to 
difficulties,  such  as  labour  shortage,  the  weekly  collections  could 
not  be  maintained,  but  efforts  were  made  to  avoid  any  cause  for 
complaint. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  at 
Landgate.  No  complaint  has  been  received  as  to  any  nuisance 
from  the  tip. 

Salvage. 

The  local  salvage  scheme  has  again  been  fairly  successful, 
and  the  recovery  of  all  waste  materials  is  of  paramount  impor¬ 
tance.  The  following  table  shows  the  weights  of  materials 
recovered  during  the  twelve  months  under  review.
